SOLDIER BONUS 


BILL IS PASSED 


UTE FLASHES 


WASHINGTON, May 
29.—The 


house 
of representatives 
passed 


the soldier bonus bill today by a 
vote of 289 to 92. The bill pro- 
vides a cash bonus for men who 
served in the military or naval 
forces during the war of a dollar 
for each day of service for men 
who did not go overseas and a dol- 
lar and a quarter for each day of 
service for men who went. on«*- 
seas. No Cash bonus for men who 
served overseas Is to exceed $625. 
In lieu of a cash bonus ex-service 
men may choose a paid-up Insur- 
ance policy, federal aid in the pur- 
chase of a farm or suburban home 
or vocational education. The cash 
bonus is not payable before Janu- 
ary 1, 1921. The bill now goes to 
the senate where action is not ex- 
pected until after the presidential 
conventions.

While the attacks on Lincoln were louder and received 


moro newspaper notoriety than those on Grant, they were no 
more nnfeidious and dangerous than those on Grant. They began 
early in his career and continued long after the war was over, 
while Lincoln's name was mercifully spared after the assassin 
had worked his \\ill. 


The attack on Grant took definite form before he was gen- 


erally known to the northern people and were inspired in al- 
most every case by little army men who instinctively recognized 
Genius and wanted to down their hated rival before he had 
climbed to the height? they blindly felt he w as destined to 
achieve. The (ruth is that just before the battle of Fort Doncl- 
son Generals Hallock and McCIellan had decided to cashier 


on charges that were partly trumped up by inferior offi- 


cers and others that superficially, at least, had the appearance 
of foundation. 


His superiors had actually written the order for his de- 


motion, but held it back, doubtless hoping that the result at 
Donel.son would itself discredit the man they were beginning to 
fear and hate. The result, of course, is a matter of history. 
Grant's brilliant victory at Donclson killed the scheme to retire 
him from active service and Irom that time on his enemies could 
only snarl at his heels and vent themselves as small men are 
wont to do in the presence of Genius 
• 


Lincoln's instinct was, of course, as accurate as that of 


Grant's enemies. 
He, too, sensed greatness in this .silent com- 


mander who could not give his northern foes as good as they 
sent in verbal controversies, but who had the remarkable faculty 
of defeating every confederate general he was pitted against. 


And we would suggest as an appropriate Memorial Day 


thot that the name of the great general in the field be hence- 
forth more intimately coupled with that of the immortal Lincoln 
in all our celebrations of this dav, for as surely as the cause of 
freedom triumphed, just as surely did Ulvsses S Grant perform 
for t h e North in the field the same invaluable service that Lin- 
coln did on the forum and in an administrative and executive 
capacity.
